Pyongyang urged service personnel and citizens to 
rally behind Kim f s youngest son Jong-Un, who is in his late 
20s and was last year made a four-star general and given top 
ruling party posts despite having had no public profile.lt is 
the nuclear-armed pariah nation's second dynastic succes¬ 
sion, and analysts said there would probably be little turbu¬ 
lence -- at least for now -- in the North, whose unpredictable 
behaviour has long destabilised the region. Kim Jong-Il f s 
only sister Kim Kyong-Hui and her husband Jang Song- 
Thaek, the country's unofficial number-two leader, are ex¬ 
pected to act as the younger Kim f s mentors and throw their 
weight behind the new leadership.

Aruba’s Minumum Wage 
increases as of Janaury 
2012 


ORANJESTAD - It is official, 
as of the 1st of Janaury 2012 
Aruba’s minimum wage will 
increase to Afls. 1.604,60 per 
month. According to the go¬ 
vernment, everything is in 
place for the official introduc¬ 
tion and implementation of the 
new minimum wage law come 
Janaury 2012. 

Based on article 13 of the 
Minimum wage Ordinance, 
the Minister of Labor can, after 
consultation with the Social 
Economic Counsel (SER), 
make adjustments to the mini¬ 
mum wage relative to the in¬ 
crease in the price index over 
the period August 2010 to Au¬ 
gust 2011. 

After receiving and study¬ 
ing the documents relative to 
the price index the SER re¬ 
sponded to the governments 
request for their counsel on 
November 7th. They proposed 


an increase of 4%. Following, 
the council of Ministers de¬ 
cided, based on various other 
advice and much deliberation, 
to increase the minimum 
wage. 

In the process they con¬ 
sulted and negotiated with va¬ 
rious instances that may have 
an influence on or may be af¬ 
fected by an eventual wage in¬ 
crease. For example, they 
consulted with AZV (General 
Sickness Insurance), the Pen¬ 
sion Fund and negotiations in 
the National Social Dialogue, 
and the new to be introduced 
General Obligatory Pension 
program for Private citizens 
awaiting Parliamentary ap¬ 
proval. Thus, as of January 1st 
of 2012 the minimum wage on 
Aruba will be increased by 4% 
bringing the official minimum 
wage to Afls. 1604, 60 per 
month.

As director, Jerry was al¬

Jerry, like his predecessor, 
was a mentor for his employ¬ 
ees, and a counselor to anyone 
in the field of athletics.

Philippine storm toll passes 900 as 
cities prepare burials

In February of this year, the 
bird foundation started a 
campaign to get the Shoco, 
Aruba’s burrowing owl 
(Athene cunicularia aruben- 
sis) nominated as the Na¬ 
tional Bird of Aruba. The 
numbers of the Shoco have 
been dwindling and it is esti¬ 
mated that only some 200 
pairs of this Aruban endemic 
subspecies are left. 

Protecting this unique bird 
of Aruba may prevent its ex¬ 
tinction. We hope that the 
Government of Aruba will 
soon declare our Shoco the 
National Bird of Aruba. The 
nomination of our Shoco, the 
symbol of wisdom, as the Na¬ 
tional Bird of Aruba, could be 
seen as the kick-off for the 
development and implemen¬ 
tation of an ambitious Na¬ 
tional Conservation Master 


CAIRO(AFP) - Egyptian secu¬ 
rity forces clashed for a fourth 
straight day yesterday with 
protesters demanding an end to 
military rule as the death toll 
rose to 12, despite strong inter¬ 
national criticism of the vio¬ 
lence. 

Two people were killed in 
dawn fighting in Cairo's ad¬ 
ministrative heart as security 
forces swooped to remove the 
protesters, health ministry 
sources said. 


Plan, says Peterson. It is no 
coincidence that we made 
sure that Minister Hooyboer- 
Winklaar received our bird 
calendar.

The clashes quickly sub¬ 
sided before several hundred 
people turned out in Tahrir 
Square — the epicentre of 
protests that toppled Hosni 
Mubarak — for the funeral of a 
protester killed in the violence. 

But the Supreme Council of 
the Armed Forces that took 
power in February denied it 
had given orders to use force 
against protesters and said a 
plot had been uncovered to 
bum down parliament. 


ILIGAN (AFP) - The death toll 
from the cyclone disaster that 
swept the southern Philippines 
has jumped above 900, a se¬ 
nior government official said 
yesterday, as cities prepared 
mass burials for the victims. 

Authorities in the port cities 
of Cagayan de Oro and Iligan, 
on the island of Mindanao, 
where sleeping families were 
swept to sea from coastal 
slums, said unclaimed corpses 
piling up in mortuaries were 
posing health risks and had to 
be interred. 

The head of the government 
disaster monitoring council 
said 927 people were now 
known to have been killed by 
tropical storm Washi, which 
brought heavy rains, flash 
floods and overflowing rivers 
to Mindanao. 

The death toll is expected to 
rise even further as more floa¬ 
ting bodies are recovered after 
sunrise today, said Benito 
Ramos, head of the National 
Disaster Risk Reduction and 
Management Council. 

Ramos's latest toll was a 
sharp increase from the coun¬ 
cil's previous figures of 662 
dead and 82 missing issued 


just hours earlier. The Philip¬ 
pine Red Cross, which is doing 
its own tally, reported 713 
dead and 563 missing. 

"They (the dead bodies) were 
washed out to sea. They were 
underwater for the first three 
days but now, in their state of de¬ 
composition, they are bloated 
and floating to the surface," 
Ramos told AFP. "The death toll 
will rise again in the morning 
when more bodies surface." 

The huge death toll came as 
government relief workers re¬ 
covered more bodies from Min¬ 
danao, particularly Cagayan de 
Oro and Iligan, which have 
borne most of the deaths from 
Washi. Whole villages perched 
on sandbars or on the shores of 
rivers were washed away when 


Washi struck Mindanao and 
nearby areas over the weekend, 
bringing a month's worth of 
rain in a 24-hour period. 

The disaster area, located 
about 800 kilometres (500 
miles) from the capital Manila, 
is normally bypassed by ty¬ 
phoons that ravage other parts 
of the far-flung Philippine archi¬ 
pelago every year. As a result, 
many residents were caught by 
surprise when floods suddenly 
hit their homes in the dead of 
night, before dawn on Saturday. 

More than 88,000 people 
have been displaced by the 
storm with over half of them 
huddled in crowded, makeshift 
government evacuation cen¬ 
tres, the disaster management 
council said.

US calls on North Korea to meet nuclear 


Obama ’concerned* about 


obligations 


rights in Venezuela 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House said yesterday it 
hoped the new North Korean 
leadership would live up to its 
obligations to end the reclusive 
state’s nuclear program, follow¬ 
ing the death of Kim Jong-11.

"We hope that the new 
North Korean leadership will 
take the steps necessary to sup¬ 
port peace, prosperity and a 
better future for the North Ko¬ 
rean people including... acting 
on its commitments to denu-

clearization," said White 
House spokesman Jay Carney. 

Carney said in the after- 
math of Kim’s death from a 
heart attack on Saturday that 
Washington did not have any 
new grounds for concern about 
Pyongyang’s stocks of nuclear 
weapons, over and above its 
previous warnings about the 
atomic arsenal. 

He also said it was too early 
to make judgments about what 
the death of Kim would mean 
for the future of North Korea, 
or its relationship with the out¬ 
side world, including six party 
nuclear talks. 

"It is premature to make as¬ 
sessments of the new leader. 
We will judge the North Ko¬ 
rean government as we always 
have by its actions and by its 
actions ... in particular ... re¬ 
garding denuclearization. 

"It does make sense to give 
this process a little bit of time 
before we make judgments 
about the new leadership." 

On state television yester¬ 
day a tearful announcer deli¬ 
vered the news of Kim’s 
demise at 69 from a heart at¬ 
tack, and the station aired 
footage of hysterical North 
Koreans, young and old alike, 
pounding the ground in dis¬ 
plays of abject grief. 

A KCNA report in the early 
hours of today described grief- 
stricken North Koreans hold¬ 
ing late-night vigils at various 
statues and monuments to 
Kim. 

China and Russia, both in¬ 
fluential players in Pyongyang, 
sent their condolences and ob¬ 
servers said Beijing would 
beef up its all-important pa¬ 
tronage to prevent collapse in 
the communist North. 

Kim’s funeral will be held 
on December 28 in Pyongyang 
but no foreign delegations will 
be invited, KCNA said. Na¬ 
tional mourning was declared 
until December 29. 


CARACAS (AFP) - US Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama said 
yesterday that Venezuela’s 
govern- ment threatened 
"basic democratic values" 
and expressed concerns about 
its ties to countries like Iran 
and Cuba. 

"We’re concerned about 
the government’s actions, 
which have restricted the uni¬ 
versal rights of the Venezue¬ 
lan people, threatened basic 
democratic values, and failed 
to contribute to the security in 
the region," Obama said in an 
interview with the Venezue¬ 
lan daily El Universal. 

"Moreover, it’s unfortu¬ 
nate that the Venezuelan gov¬ 
ernment is often more 
interested in revisiting the 
ideological battles of the past 
than looking forward to the 
future that we could build for 
our citizens." 

Obama said that most 
Latin American countries 
"have gone from living under 
dictatorships to living in 
democracies" but that in 
Venezuela, "we have been 
deeply concerned to see ac¬ 
tion taken to restrict the free¬ 
dom of the press and to erode 
the separation of powers that 
is necessary for democracy to 
thrive." 

The comments by Obama 
are the latest in a war of 
words between Washington 
and Venezuela’s left-wing 
President Hugo Chavez, who 
has been sharply critical of 
what he has called American 


"imperialism." 

Obama said Washington 
"does not pretend to dictate" 
foreign policy to sovereign 
nations, but said "the 
Venezuelan government’s ties 
to Iran and Cuba have not 
served the interests of 
Venezuela or the Venezuelan 
people." 

On Iran, Obama said, "it is 
up to the Venezuelan people 
to determine what they gain 
from a relationship with a 
country that violates univer¬ 
sal human rights and is iso¬ 
lated from much of the 
world." 

He maintained that "we 
take Iranian activities, inclu¬ 
ding in Venezuela, very seri¬ 
ously and we will continue to 
monitor them closely." 

Obama said Cuba’s future 
"must be freely determined 
by the Cuban people. Sadly, 
that has not been the case for 
decades, and it is not the case 
today." 

"The people of Cuba de¬ 
serve the same rights, free¬ 
doms and opportunities as 
anyone else," Obama added. 

"The United States is 
going to continue supporting 
the basic rights of the Cuban 
people. At the same time, 
we’ll continue to work with 
others across the region to de¬ 
fend the shared values that 
are enshrined in the Inter- 
American Democratic Char¬ 
ter and that belong to all 
people."

Selective abortion of girls 
increases in Armenia: UN 



YEREVAN (AFP) - The per¬ 
centage of male children born 
in Armenia has risen signifi¬ 
cantly due to an increase in fe¬ 
male foeticide, the United 
Nations Population Fund said 
on Monday. 

More than 7,000 Armenians 
women have had selective 
abortions over the past five 
years, according to a new 
study carried out by the UN 
Population Fund with the Ar¬ 
menian health ministry and the 
Institute of Perinatology. 


The gender ratio of births is 
110-120 boys to 100 girls, 
higher than the accepted norm 
of 102-106 boys to 100 girls, 
the study said. 

The trend could cause de¬ 
mographic problems for the 
small ex-Soviet state, UN Pop¬ 
ulation Fund official Garik 
Hayrapetyan told a news con¬ 
ference in Yerevan. 

"In ten to 20 years, we will 
face a deficit of women — that 
means, of potential mothers,” 
Hayrapetyan said. 


Selective abortion is a prob¬ 
lem in countries like China 
and India. 

But it has also reached 
’’worrying proportions” in 
Caucasus states Armenia, 
Azerbaijan and Georgia, the 
Council of Europe's Parlia¬ 
mentary Assembly said in a 
resolution on gender selection 
in October. 

The resolution said that 
pressure on women to have se¬ 
lective abortions should be 
seen as ”a form of psycholog¬ 
ical violence”. 



Conjoined twin dies in 
Chile after marathon 
surgery 


SANTIAGO (AFP) - A 10- 
month-old Chilean girl has 
died after a 20-hour-long sur¬ 
gery last week to separate her 
from her conjoined twin, who 
is expected to live, doctors 
said Monday. 

Maria Jose died "despite all 
medical efforts, as a result of 
deficiencies in several of her 
organs, mainly associated 
with heart problems,” Dr Os- 
valdo Artaza, the director of 
the Hospital Luis Calvo 
Mackenna, told reporters. 

The surviving twin, Maria 
Paz, meanwhile woke up ear¬ 
lier Monday, according to 
Juan Carlos Acuna, head of 
the intensive care unit, who 
said it was an "excellent sign” 
that she would recover from 
the surgery. 

"Hopefully, we will have a 
favorable outcome. Every day 
we make progress,” Acuna 
said. 

Maria Jose, who was 
smaller than her twin, had 
been in critical condition fol¬ 
lowing an arrhythmia episode 
Thursday that required resus¬ 


citation efforts. 

The operation to separate 
the twins — who were con¬ 
joined at the chest and pelvis 
-- involved separating the tho¬ 
rax, liver, intestines and pelvis 
and then reconstruction of 
their organs and surrounding 
tissue. 

Some 100 professionals 
worked in rotating shifts of 24 
to complete the marathon sur¬ 
gery, which began on Tues¬ 
day. An earlier procedure two 
months earlier separated a leg 
shared by the twins. 

The girls are the daughters 
of a truck driver and a house¬ 
wife from the southern town 
of Loncoche. 

Health Minister Jaime 
Manalich, who visited the 
twins last week, said the 
Chilean government is paying 
for the procedure, which hos¬ 
pital officials said would cost 
more than $200,000. 

In 1993 two conjoined twin 
boys were separated success¬ 
fully in the same hospital in 
an operation that lasted more 
than 10 hours.

Big quakes no more likely than 
in past: study 


Massive earthquakes are no 
more likely today than they 
were a century ago, despite an 
apparent rise of the devastat¬ 
ing temblors in recent years, 
US researchers said on Mon¬ 
day. 

The deadly 9.0 earthquake 
this year in Japan, an 8.8 
quake in Chile last year and 
the 2004 Sumatra-Andaman 
earthquake that registered 9.0 
on the moment magnitude 
scale have raised alarm in 
some science and media cir¬ 
cles that such events may be 
linked. 

But researchers at the Uni¬ 
versity of California went back 
over the world's earthquake 
records dating back to 1900 
and found over time there was 
no statistically significant rise 
in the number of big quakes 
7.0 and higher. 

"One has to be careful, be¬ 
cause humans have a tendency 
to see patterns in random se¬ 
quences," lead author Peter 
Shearer of the UC Berkeley 
Department of Statistics told 


AFP. 

"So what we wanted to do 
here was apply statistical tests 
to see whether you could say it 
wasn't just a random sequence 
of events," said Shearer, whose 
study appears in the Proceed¬ 
ings of the National Academy 
of Sciences. 

"Those tests showed that 
you can't say that it is not ran¬ 
dom; that is, there is not a sta¬ 
tistically significant degree of 
the clustering of events," he 
said. 

Even though there is "a dis¬ 
proportionate number of very 
large 8.5 earthquakes between 
1950 and 1965," there were 
uncommonly fewer of these 
during a much longer period 
afterward from 1965 to 2004. 

And although there has 
been a more frequent rate of 
8.0 and larger quakes since 
2004, with the last five years in 
particular at a record high, 
"there have been rates nearly 
as high in the past," said the 
study. 

The researchers also looked 


for any clues from the Earth's 
crust that could explain why or 
how big quakes might be 
linked. 

"And the conclusion was 
no, there isn't a likely physical 
cause that would link for ex¬ 
ample a large earthquake in 
South America to one in 
Japan," Shearer told AFP. 

Taken together, the two ap¬ 
proaches "suggest that the 
global risk of large earth¬ 
quakes is no higher today than 
it has been in the past," con¬ 
cluded the study. 

The findings are in line 
with a study in Nature Geo¬ 
science earlier this year that 
found the regional hazard of 
larger earthquakes is increased 
after a main shock, but the 
global hazard is not. 

That study countered an 
earlier 2009 paper in Nature 
that suggested seismic waves 
might have an effect on distant 
fault lines, potentially increas¬ 
ing the risk of earthquakes far 
away. 


Saudi prince buys $300 million stake 
in TVritter 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
National Zoo in Washington 
announced Monday it had re¬ 
ceived a $4.5 million donation 
from a rich US benefactor 
which will fund a five-year 
study into preservation of the 
giant panda. 

The money from David 
Rubenstein, co-founder of the 
Carlyle Group, a global in¬ 
vestment house, will fund con¬ 
servation and reproduction 
programs in China, scholar¬ 
ships and training, and refur¬ 
bishment of panda enclosures 
in Washington. 

The Smithsonian has a part¬ 
nership with the China 
Wildlife Conservation Associ¬ 
ation. 

The Washington zoo, run by 
the Smithsonian Institution, is 
home to two giant pandas, 
Tian Tian, a male, and Mei 
Xiang, a female, who had a 


cub — Tai Shan — in 2005 
through artificial insemina¬ 
tion. 

The National Zoo is to re¬ 
ceive frozen semen from San 
Diego's now deceased panda, 
Shi Shi, later this year, to be 
used if its own pandas do not 
again mate successfully. 

Giant pandas kept in captiv¬ 
ity are known for their low sex 
drive, further exacerbating an 
already threatened species. 

There are only an estimated 
1,600 pandas in their natural 
habitat, mostly in China, and 
around 300 more in captivity, 
according to the World 
Wildlife Fund. 

"His generosity will enable 
us and our Chinese partners to 
continue our conservation 
work to give this critically en¬ 
dangered species the chance to 
survive in its native habitat," 
the zoo said in a statement. 



(AFP) - Saudi billionaire 
Prince Walid bin Talal and his 
Kingdom Holding Company 
announced a combined invest¬ 
ment of $300 million in the so¬ 
cial networking site Twitter, in 
a statement Monday. 

"Our investment in Twitter 
reaffirms our ability in identi¬ 
fying suitable opportunities to 
invest in promising, high- 
growth businesses with a 
global impact," Prince Walid 
said in the statement released 
on Kingdom Holding's website. 


The statement said that the 
investment was finalised after 
"several months of negotia¬ 
tions" and represented a 
"strategic stake" in the social 
networking site. 

Prince Walid, a media 
mogul and one of the world's 
richest men, in September an¬ 
nounced plans to launch 
Alarab, a pan-Arab news chan¬ 
nel, by 2012, saying the televi¬ 
sion network will promote 
freedom of speech. 

Social networking sites like 


Twitter and Facebook played a 
crucial role in spreading infor¬ 
mation and organising protests 
in the revolutions that have 
rocked the Arab world since 
January. 

In Syria today, where the 
international press has been 
banned from reporting on the 
uprising against the regime's 
bloody crackdown on demon¬ 
strators, activists use Twitter, 
Facebook and other websites 
to get news on their struggle to 
the outside world.

Eurozone agrees 150-bn-euro IMF 
bailout boost 


BRUSSELS(AFP) - The 17- 
nation eurozone agreed yester¬ 
day to lend 150 billion euros 
($195 billion) to the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund for use 
in stabilising the euro currency 
area, a eurozone governmental 
source said. 

"There is an agreement on a 
sum of 150 billion euros for 
the eurozone countries," the 
source told AFP. 

The source said the aim was 
still to reach the 200 billion 
euros target set by EU leaders 
at a December 9 summit, de¬ 
spite a British refusal to stump 


up its roughly 30-billion-euro 
share based on IMF quotas. 

The other European Union 
countries "are to take up their 
positions," the source said, but 
they had already "implicitly" 
agreed to reach the target de¬ 
signed to leverage a funding 
boost from other G20 states. 

The source said the EU — 
all 27 of which took part in a 
three-and-a-half-hour confer¬ 
ence call yesterday — "will 
reach the 200 billion (euros 
and are) ... progressing to¬ 
wards the 200 billion, that is 
clear." 


Pakistanis close airport 
road over gas shortages

Hundreds of furious Pak¬ 
istanis blocked off the capital's 
airport highway yesterday, 
demonstrating against debili¬ 
tating gas shortages and pelt¬ 
ing police with stones, 
witnesses said. 

A second angry crowd 
torched tyres in Islamabad and 
twin city Rawalpindi, throwing 
stones at police and private ve¬ 


hicles over gas rationing that 
has left thousands of homes 
without heat for hours at a 
time, an AFP reporter said. 

Yawning energy shortfalls 
frequently trigger violent 
protests across Pakistan, where 
opposition parties are setting in 
motion campaigns designed to 
force elections earlier than 
scheduled in February 2013. 

A police official said pro¬ 
testers chanted slogans against 
the government and demanded 
an end to the gas shortages. 



During the conference call, 
Britain's finance minister 
George Osborne set down 
clear conditions for any even¬ 
tual aid, a Fondon government 
official said, adding that the 
British Treasury "will not con¬ 
tribute to anything that is only 
available to eurozone coun¬ 
tries." 

The British government 
source added: "Nor will we 
participate in an increase in 
IMF resources that only comes 
from EU countries without the 
participation of other G20 
countries" outside the EU.

BRUSSEFS (AFP) - Belgian 
trade unions called for a ge¬ 
neral strike in the public sec¬ 
tor on Thursday to protest the 
new government's pension re¬ 
form plans, aimed at making 
it tougher to take early retire¬ 
ment. 

After a 24-hour strike call 
from late Wednesday through 
Thursday by the SNCB rail- 
workers' union, other public 
sector unions yesterday joined 
the protest, urging a stop- 
work in public transport, 
postal services and the admin¬ 
istration. 

The one-day strike will 
throw up the first challenge 
faced by Prime Minister Elio 
Di Rupo's centre-left govern¬ 
ment, which took office De¬ 
cember 6 pledging to cut 
spending to trim the country's 
debt and deficit — respec¬ 
tively at 96.2 percent and 4.1 
percent of GDP in 2010. 

The Socialist party leader 
has pledged to maintain pen¬ 
sion payments but due to the 
aging population is proposing 
to delay early retirement, ex¬ 
cept in some cases.

ECB sees heightened risk 
of bank failure in euro area 


FRANKFURT (AFP) - The 
risk of failure of two or more 
major eurozone banks has in¬ 
creased sharply in the past six 
months and is now higher 
than it has ever been since 
2007, the European Central 
Bank warned yesterday. 

The chances of a simulta¬ 
neous default of two or more 
banks in the next two years, 
which were practically zero 
at the start of 2007, now 
stand at around one in four, 
the ECB calculated in a new 
Financial Stability Review. 

"The increase over the 
past six months of the proba¬ 
bility that one or several eu¬ 
rozone banks will default has 
been more rapid and more 
marked than in the past, with 
the indicator of systemic risk 
reaching levels unprece¬ 
dented" since the indicator 
started to be calculated in 
2007, the central bank wrote. 

The ECB calculates the 
index by taking into account 
stock prices and the prices of 
so-called credit default swaps 
(CDS), used to insure against 


the risk of a borrower failing 
to repay. 

Generally speaking, the 
risks to financial stability in 
the single currency area 
"have increased considerably 
in the second half' of this 
year, ECB deputy president 
Vitor Constancio told a news 
conference. 

He saw the biggest risk as 
a combination of contagion 
from the debt crisis, the vul¬ 
nerability of the financial sec¬ 
tor and weak economic 
growth. 

Nevertheless, with the 
ECB making unlimited li¬ 
quidity available to banks, 
there was no reason for the 
banking sector to stop len¬ 
ding to businesses and trigger 
a credit crunch which would 
be catastrophic for growth, 
Constancio said. 

At the same time, the risk 
of a break-up of the eurozone 
has not been taken into ac¬ 
count in the figures because 
such as a scenario was "un¬ 
thinkable," he said.

LONDON (AFP) - Celtic are 
back in trouble with UEFA 
after European football’s gov¬ 
erning body charged the Scot¬ 
tish club over their fans' 
behaviour during a Europa 
League game against Udinese. 

UEFA on Monday con¬ 
firmed they had opened disci¬ 
plinary proceedings against 
Celtic for the second time in 
two months after supporters of 
the Glasgow club displayed a 
banner of an offensive nature 
and set off fireworks at Stadio 
Friuli last Thursday. 

A section of Celtic's travel¬ 
ling support in Italy held aloft 
a two-part banner which in¬ 
sulted UEFA, days after the 
club were fined about £12,700 
for "illicit chanting" involving

However, Perruaux said that 
the claims were wide of the 
mark. 

"I formally deny all claims 
that I made racist remarks," 
said Perruaux.

Football: Japan hopes to bring back 
Club World Cup 


TOKYO(AFP) - Japan hopes 
to host the Club World Cup in 
2015 and 2016 after a two- 
year break as this year's edi¬ 
tion proved to be a success 
with strong attendance figures, 
press reports said Monday. 

The 2011 tournament con¬ 
cluded in Yokohama on Sun¬ 
day with European champions 
Barcelona overwhelming 
South America's top club San¬ 
tos 4-0 in the final before a 
sell-out 68,000 spectators at 
Nissan Stadium. 

The showpiece event will 
also be staged in Japan next 
year and then Morocco in 
2013 and 2014. 

Japan, which co-hosted the 
2002 World Cup with South 
Korea, staged the club cham¬ 
pionship from 2005, when it 


was first organised in its cur¬ 
rent formula, to 2008. The 
United Arab Emirates staged it 
in the next two years. 

"More than 300,000 people 
attended this year’s tourna¬ 
ment. It attracted 200,000 peo¬ 
ple to the UAE last year," 
Japan Football Association 
President Junji Ogura told 
media after the final. 

FIFA president Sepp Blatter 
praised the turnout as "won¬ 
derful," Ogura added, accord¬ 
ing to the Daily Sports. 

"I want to work hard to help 
bring the event back to Japan. 
1 want to let people in Japan 
see how the world's top clubs 
are," Ogura said. 

Ogura has earlier said Japan 
would pass on bidding for the 
Club World Cup in 2013 and 


2014 to give itself a better 
chance of hosting the Women's 
World Cup and other major 
tournaments. 

FIFA, football's world gov¬ 
erning body, has decided to 
move the venue of next year's 
under-20 Women's World Cup 
to Japan from Uzbekistan due 
to "logistical and technical" 
problems. 

Japan will be formally con¬ 
firmed as the new host pend¬ 
ing government approval, 
according to the official FIFA 
website. 

Japan won the Women's 
World Cup in Germany last 
July, lifting the country's mood 
after a massive earthquake and 
tsunami in March devastated 
its northeast and sparked a 
major nuclear crisis.

nbas Davis ditches Lakers, 
Heat for Knicks 


NBAs Kings terminate 
Hayes contract after 
failed physical 


NEW YORK (AFP) - NBA 
free agent guard Baron Davis 
took phone calls from the 
Miami Heat and Los Angeles 
Lakers, but the offer he ac- 
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cepted on Monday came from 
the New York Knicks. 


Davis, dropped by the 
Cleveland Cavaliers last week 
under a salary amnesty pro¬ 
gram in the new NBA collec¬ 
tive bargaining agreement, 
signed with the Knicks for the 
veterans minimum salary of 
$1.4 million. 

Goodbye LeBron James 
and Dwyane Wade. So long 
Kobe Bryant, Pau Gasol and 
all his hometown friends. 
Hello Carmelo Anthony, 
Amare Stoudemire and Tyson 
Chandler. 

"Those teams did call and I 
have a great respect for both 
organizations, but for me it 
was just the opportunity to 
play in New York and to play 
on this team," Davis said. 

"I always kind of rise to the 
occasion when I’m playing 
against the Knicks and playing 
in the Garden. It’s just an un¬ 
believable opportunity and I'm 
ready to accept the challenge." 

Davis will still be paid the 


$28 million he is owed in the 
two remaining years of his 
contract, but the figure will 
not count against the Cava¬ 
liers' salary cap, making it eas¬ 
ier to take the minimum and 
help New York cap issues. 

A bigger priority, Davis 
said, was the front-court 
lineup of Anthony and 
Stoudemire flanking Chandler. 

"A big reason why I came 
here was because of the front 
line," Davis said. "You just 
think about two 20-plus scor¬ 
ers on your front line and then 
a guy like Tyson Chandler, 
who's a defensive stopper and 
a great defensive leader. 

"For me it'll be great to get 
out on the floor and just play 
with guys at that talent level." 

After struggling with re¬ 
building sides Cleveland and 
the Los Angeles Clippers last 
season, Davis is anxious to get 
on the court for the Knicks. 

But he will have to wait. A 
herniated back disc is ex¬ 
pected to sideline him for 
eight to 10 weeks. 

"The first order of business 
is just get him healthy and 
make sure that when he is able 
to play, he's ready to go," 
Knicks coach Mike D'Antoni 
said. "Just adds another 
weapon to already a pretty 
good group." 

Davis has career averages 
of 16.5 points and 7.3 assists 
in 12 NBA seasons. Last sea¬ 
son he averaged 13.1 points 
and 6.7 assists a game. 
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SACRAMENTO (AFP) - 
Chuck Hayes, who last week 
was found to have a heart ab¬ 
normality in a stress test, had 
his NBA contract terminated 
by the Sacramento Kings on 
Monday after failing a team 
physical. 

Hayes, who played his first 
six NBA seasons with the 
Houston Rockets, signed a 
four-year free agent deal 
worth $21.3 million with the 


Kings 10 days ago. 

"This morning, in one of 
the most heartbreaking mo¬ 
ments of my professional or 
personal life, Chuck Hayes 
was notified that he failed his 
physical exam with the Sacra¬ 
mento Kings," Kings general 
manager Geoff Petrie said. 

"Subsequent to that, the 
contract signed on December 
9 has been voided." 

Petrie said Hayes asked the 
team to make no further comment. 

Hayes had undergone more 
testing after last week's find¬ 
ings before the decision to 
void his deal was made. He 
did not play in Sacramento's 
pre-season opener last Satur¬ 
day at Golden State. 

In six NBA seasons with 
the Rockets, Hayes averaged 
3.4 points and 4.7 rebounds a 
game.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Quarterback Tom Brady's Pa¬ 
triots rallied to score 27 unan¬ 
swered points as New 
England defeated the Denver 
Broncos 41-23 to clinch a 
post-season berth on Sunday. 

New England captured 
their ninth AFC East title in 
the past 11 years and snapped 
the Broncos' superb win 
streak of six straight games. 

Brady completed 23 of 34 
passes for 320 yards with two 
touchdown passes to help the 
Patriots rebound from a 17-6 
deficit early on. Brady also 
ran for a touchdown. 


"We knew it was going to 
a 60-minute game," Brady 
said. "I thought we played 
well for 60 minutes for the 
first time this season." 

Broncos quarterback Tim 
Tebow got off to a fast start as 
Denver outgained the Patriots 
167-4 in the first quarter. 

But this time there was no 
last-minute heroics from 
Tebow, who fizzled in the 
second half and at one point 
in the final quarter he was 
sacked for a whopping 28- 
yard loss. 

Tebow was a disappoint¬ 


who was returning 
from a two-game suspension, 
blocked Sebastian 

Janikowski's 65-yard field 
goal attempt on the final play. 

"For me it's just a great op¬ 
portunity to be on the football 
field," Suh said. "That's just 
the things that I expect out of 
myself I can't do it by myself. 
I continue to have great play¬ 
ers around me." 

Oakland appeared headed 
to victory with just under 
eight minutes left when Aaron 
Curry returned a fumble six 
yards for a touchdown to 
make it 27-14. 

But Stafford seized the 
moment by leading a pair of 
late scoring drives to win it 
and give the Lions a two- 
game lead in the NFL wild¬ 
card race. Detroit now has 
nine wins and five losses on 
the season. 

In the night game, Philip 
Rivers threw for a touchdown 
and Ryan Mathews ran for 
two more as the San Diego 
Chargers kept their post-sea- 
son hopes alive with a 34-14 
win over Baltimore. 

In another key game Sun¬ 



day, Indianapolis Colts' quar¬ 
terback Dan Orlovsky says he 
wasn't about to go through 
another 0-16 season. 

"I think in my career, I've 
learned not to take them 
(wins) for granted," Orlovsky 
said. 

The Colts beat Tennessee 
27-13 Sunday to earn their 
first win of the season Sunday 
after losing the first 13 games 
with star quarterback Peyton 
Manning on the injured list. 

Orlovsky, a seven-year 
veteran, was with Detroit in 
2008 when the Lions finished 
0-16 on the season. He tossed 
one touchdown pass against 
Tennessee. 

It was the Colts' first win 


in 14 years without Peyton 
Manning, who the team said 
Sunday would not play at all 
this season. 

"I'm happy for a lot of peo¬ 
ple on this team, for a lot of 
people in this organization," 
Orlovsky said. "It's a lot bet¬ 
ter than the feeling we've had 
lately."
